
Day 1 (Sunday): Rain and snow will overspread much of northern and central 
Callifornia today into tonight, with locally heavy snow over the Sierras and 
northern California mountains by late today and into tonight. Gusty winds of 
40-50 mph will develop over northern California today, gradually spreading 
south later tonight.
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WEATHER KEY POINTS
03/14/21 - 03/20/21

Sunday-Monday
● Rain and mountain snow will develop over much of central and northern California through the day today, continuing tonight before 

gradually winding down Monday. Additional precipitation will develop over southern California on Monday
○ Snow levels start out around 5,000 feet today but will fall to either side of 2,000 feet feet over central and northern portions of 

the state late tonight into Monday
○ Precipitation amounts of ½ to 1 ½  inches are forecast across northern California, with amounts tapering off with southward 

extent
○ Locally heavy snowfall of 12-18 inches is likely over the Sierras and the higher peaks of northern California, with travel 

impacts likely to develop later today into Monday
○ Wind gusts of 35-50 mph will develop across the northern California mountains today, spreading south into the Sierras and 

much of southern California Sunday night into Monday
○ No widespread run-off problems are expected near burn scars, though some minor run-off is possible during any periods of 

heavier rain
○ Blowing dust is likely to develop across much of the Mojave Desert and surrounding areas on Monday

Tuesday-Saturday
● Dry and milder conditions expected Tuesday and Wednesday
● A few additional periods of mainly light precipitation are possible over the northern half of the state late in the week and into next 

weekend
